I am taking the liberty of Inquiring whether you would be 
good enough to consider our Invitation for a public lecture spon- 
sored by the Social Science Foundation, University of Denver, Denver,

I am fully aware of the overwhelming demands on your time 
but I humbly hope that you may find It possible to be of such Invalu- 
able assistance to us In our task of keeping Americans living In this 
Important area informed about crucial problems of our times. As you 
know, the Air Force Academy and NORAD Headquarters are located only 
a few miles away from Denver.
